prehenſion of choſe Malefactors, who were Actors in the late 
inſolent Riots and Murders committed in Fleetſtreet, London, vpon Friday, 
the tenth day of this inſtant moneth of Iuly. 


the occaſion of an Arrelt then made by the Sheriffes Officers of the 
Citie of London, diuers inſolent Aſſaults and Tumults were made and 
l raiſed vpon the Conſtables and Watches of the Citie, whereupon 
much bloodſhed, and the barbarous murther ok diuers of Our louing 
Subiects hath inlued, and thoſe inſolencics ſo long tontinued, and at 
A || te laſt grew to luch height, that there was an open aud violent reſi⸗ 
ſtance and oppoſition made againſt Our Loꝛd Maioꝛ of London, and 
Our Sheriffes of Our Citie, aſſiſted with ſome of the trained Bands neceſſarily dꝛawne foꝛth to 
ſuppꝛeſſe thole outrages, which were committed rather in a Kebellious then in a Riotons man⸗ 
ner; We hauing taken thele affronts to Juſtice, and to Our publique Ofticers and Miniſters, in⸗ 
to our Pꝛincely conſideration, and hauing already giuen a ſtrict Charge and Command foz the 
due examination of theſe ſo bold and audatious attempts, and finding by the returne of choſe, 
whole paines Wee haue imployed in that Seruice, that very few of ihe puucipall Actoꝛs tan by 

their induſtry bee yet taken oꝛ diſcoucred , and, wee being relolued. in a cafe of this extraoꝛdinary 

qualitie and conſequence, to pꝛoteed accozding tothe ſtrict rule of Juſtite, againſt all thoſe who 

(hall bee found to bee the Offendozs, thatiby their examples others may hereafter be warned 

not to dare to runne into the like:

To the end therefoze that thoſe malefactoꝛs may not be conceaicd, and lo eſcape their due pu- 
niſhments, Theſe are to ti! and Command, all andetery Our Touing Sublects whom 
it may concerne,cſpectally the Chirurgions. iu, 62 ncere Our Citp of London oꝛ Weſtminſter, whe 
haue, oz ſince that day had, any hurt o2 wounded men in their Cure, that they and enery of 
them vpon their allegiance to Us, and the duty they owe to the Publike peate ok Our State, 
and vpon paine of ſuch puniſchments, as vv Our Lawes, oꝛ by Our Pꝛerogatiue Royall tan 
be inflicted vpon them, foꝛ their neglect herein, doe foo2th with vpon publication of this Pur 
Nopall pleaſure, diſcouer to the Lo2d Pꝛelident of Our P2iuie Countell, oz to one of Our 
p2tncipall Secretaries of State, the names ok all ſuch perſons as they know, oz by pꝛobable con- 
tecture, doe ſuſpect to haue beene Actoꝛs in anpof thoſe late tumults, and the places of their 
abidings, and that they, and all other perſons whatſocucr,doc their beſt indeauours, to detaine 
92 appꝛehend them, oz cauſe them to bee detained o2 appꝛehended without expecting any fur⸗ 
ther oz other warrant in that behalfe; and by name that they appꝛehend, oz cauſe fo bee 
appꝛehended, whereſocuer they ſhall bee found, Captaine Vaughan, Henry Stamford, and 
one Ward, an Enſigne, that lo they and euerp of them, may bee ready toanſwere ſuch matters, 
as on Our behalfe ſhall be obiected againſt them; Hereof all and euery perſons, whom it wap 
concernein their ſeuerall places, are to take notice, and carefully to obſerue the ſame, at tyc:r 
vttermoſt perills.
